Americans have 
been notified from the consulate 
that they are to leave at once.

These will be retained for Gen.

GRADES IN NAVY AND ARMY. 

How the Officers Rank in the 

Two Branches of the Service.

PREPARING FOR A CONFLICT. 

Washington, April 5 The United 
States government bas dispatched 
a fleet of six vessels to Havana to 
transport Consul General Lee and 
all the United States consular of- 
ficers, together with all Americans 
now in Havana and vicinity, who 
desire to leave the island of Cuba. 
The names of the vessels are the 
Bache, the Fern and the Mangrove, 
all government tenders: the Oli- 
vette and the Mascotte, of the 
Plant system, and the steamship 
City of Key West, which have also 
been chartered and form a part of 
this fleet. 

In addition to these vessels Con- 
sul General Lee is authorized to 
charter as many other merchant 
vessels now lying in Havana harbor 
as he may deem necessary for the 
safe transport of American citizens. 
The safety of Gen Lee, our consuls 
and other Americans in Cuba is a 
matter of concern to the state de- 
partment, but advices from Gen. 
Lee indicate that this would take 
some time and apparently showed 
that he did not share fully in the 
apprehension felt here. 



RESTRICTIONS REMOVED. 

Americans Hay Leave Havana 
Without the Usual Health 
Certificate. 

Washington, April 5 — In re- 
sponse to representations received 
from Gen. Lee, the Treasury De- 
partment has telegraphed to Dr. 
Brunner, the Quarantine Officer at 
Havana, directing him to permit 
all Americans who desire to do so, 
to leave Havanna without certifi- 
cates or examinations. On tbe ar- 
rival of the vessel at the Florida 
coast with Americans from Cuba, 
an examination will be made and 
the vessel will be held until it is 
determined that there is no disease 
on board. 

The Stale Department has re- 
ceived a dispatch from Consul 
General Lee saying that in case of 
war is declared he will not be able 
to get the American citizens out of 
Cuba before Sunday next. 

A Republican member of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee says 
that the delay asked for by Gen. 
Lee to get the Americans off the 
islands, he understands, will not 
entail a delay in the transmission 
of the President's message to Con 
gress, and a prominent Republican 
member of the House said this 
afternoon that so far as the admin- 
istration is concerned, no delay is 
desired beyond to-day for the 
transmission of the message. 

"If Gen. Lee believes that the 
safety of Americans in Havana will 
be imperilled we must wait. We 
can not be responsible for a massa- 
cre. But the fact that Gen. Lee 
fears the possibility of such a thing 
shows the kind of people we are 
dealing with."

Cleveland, O , April t.— Work was sus- 
pended to-day in all the coal mines in tbe 
Ohio district. Thecaose is the fact that 
the io per cent, increase in wages agreed 
upon between the miners and mine operat- 
ors at Columbus and Chicago has not yet 
been applied to the common laborers in the 
mines Tje operators say they have not 
yet had time to make all the readjustments 
necessary becaus? of the new wage scale 
A number of them have gone lo the 
mines from this city to hasten matters, and 
the utmost confidence is expressed that ihe 
matter will be straightened out by tbe mid- 
dle of next week It is claimed that there 
is no danger of troublt. 

Terre Haute, Ind , April 1 —The In- 
diana miners to-day held two big meetings 
to celebrate tbe signing of the wages scale 
for tbe year beginning to-day, under 
which they will receive an advance of ioc 
a ton. At Brazil National President 
Ralchford, of tbe United Mine Workers, 
was tbe speaker, and at Linton, Thomas 
Davis, editor of the United Mine Workers' 
Journal, was on tbe programme. It is un- 
derstood by both operators and miners 
that there is to be a suspension until the 
coal now on hand can be consumed The 
industries and large consumers have laid 
in an extra supply in anticipation of in ad- 
vance in the price of at least 15c after the 
coal hereafter mined goes on tbe market. 

Many authorities in coal-mining matters 
have contended for some time back that 
bituminous coal bas been steadily supplant- 
ing anthracite as fuel in various industries. 
It would seem from a report just submitted 
by Hie new chief of tbe Pennsylvania Bu- 
reau of Mines, that tbis contention is true 
to a certain extent. In his report the author- 
ity quoted asserts that tbe production of soft 
coal in the state is steadily increasing, while 
tbe output of anthracite is as steadily de- 
creasing, from which it must be concluded 
thai the cheaper fuel is being substituted 
for the dearer. In 1807 the production of 
bard coal fell off from 1K96 1,126 976 gross 
Ions, while bituminous production increased 
4,500,616 net ions in spile of Ibe prolonged 
strike in tbe western part of ihe state. Un- 
doubtedly tbe production would have been 
considerably larger, tbe report says, but 
for strikes. Tbe chief says there are too 
many mines and too many miners, so that 
the suffering of the miners, is not due so 
much to tbe wages paid as to tbe inability 
to get sufficient days of work. — Bradstreets'. 

Brazil, Ind., April 1— The celebration 
by the miners of the inauguration of the 
ght-bour day, which takes effect here to- 
day, was the greatest demonstration ever 
witnessed in this county. Fully 5000 
miners participated in the exercises. The 
parade was over two miles long: As a 
ball large enough to accommodate tbe 
crowds could not be secured, a speaker's 
stand was erected in Hendrix Grove 

M D. Ralchford, president of the 
United Mine Workers of America, deliv- 
ered the principal address. His remerks 
were patriotic. He admonished the min- 
ers to stand by America in case of war, 
and was applauded vigorously, notwith- 
standing a large majority of the miners 
present were foreigners. Mr. Ralchford 
said that trades unions were formed for 
the protection of laboring men, and not 
for tbe purpose of having employes fight 
employers. He spoke in commendable 
terras of the eight-hour day movement 
and said the miners should aid other labor 
unions in getting a reduction in working 
hours, 

The principal streets of the city were 
profusely decorated with the national 
colors, and occasionally a Cuban Hag 
floated from a window. When this met 
the eyes of the miners they cheered vocif- 
eriously. 

E. S. Holiday, of tbis city, also ad- 
dresssed the convention. A large banner 
was carried in the parade, on which was 
inscribed: "M. D. Katcbford, Next Presi- 
dent of the American Federation of La- 
bor.

Having warned Htedvoipic. acataattka 
lcnven, or false dot ! line, of the Pharisees 
and Sudd nceos, He drew from B1BMMI Petor 
the confession, "Thoti art tho Christ, tho 
Son of tho living fML" This Jesus said, 
was a revelation to. ^linon from the Father 
and was the foundation on whirh Ho 
would build His church, which Ho now 
mentions for tho first time and only on 
ono other occasion (Math, xvlii, 17). Ho 
then loldthcin plainly that He must suffer 
and die and rise from the dead the third 
day, and, when l'etcr, taught by satan, 
objected to this, Christ then taught tho 
disciples that not only was denth tho only 
way for Him, but the only way for them 
also ns His followers After His resurrec- 
tion He called their attention to tho fact 
that all the prophets had taught this, say- 
ing: "O fools and slow of heart to bolievo 
all that tho prophets have ■yoke&i Ought 
not Christ to havo suffered these things 
and to enter into His glory f" (Luke xxlv, 
S3, 20.) It Is the great truth which la ever 
being spoken by the Spirit through l'aul, 
as when ho says: "I am crucified with 
Christ. Nevertheless 1 live, yet not I, but 
Christ llveth in me." "Wo who live aro 
til way delivered unto death for Jesus' 
sake, that the lifo also of .Ions might lie 
made lunnifest lu our mortal llesh. " 
"That I may know Him, and tho power 
of His resurrection, and t lie fellowship of 
His sufferings, being made conformable 
unto His death" (Ual II, £0; II Cor. iv, 11 ; 
Phil, ill, 10) 

1. "And when the Sabbath was (gist 
Mary Magdalene, n] pj Mnry, tho mother of 
James, and Salome, hatl bought sweet 
spices, that they might como and anoint 
Him. " Thcso women loved Him, followed 
Him nnd ministered unto Him. They also 
watched Him to tho end nnd saw His body 
laid to rest in Joseph's tomb, then re- 
turned and prepared spices and ointments, 
nnd rested tho Sabbath day, according to 
tho commandment (Luke .win, 65, 66; 
Mark xv, 41). In them and their ministry 
Is seen great devotion to Him, tho mani- 
festation of true and heartfelt love, but in 
this caso their lovo lacked faith, for hod 
they believed His oft repeated m ds, that 
Ho would riso again tho third ( ay, they 
would not havo prepared to unulnt His 
dead body on that day 

8. "And very early In the morning the 
first day of the week they camo unto tho 
scpulchcr at tho rising of the sun. " Hut 
they camo looking for what they would 
not And, for they had no authority to look 
for n dead body In a tomb. Wo may be 
perfectly sure that we shall llnd everything 
exactly as He has said, nnd therefore It be- 
comes us to hold fast these words: "I bo- 
lievo God, thot it shall be even aa it was 
told mo" (Acts xxvll. 25). 

8. "And they said among themselves, 
Who shall roll us away the stone from tho 
door of tho scpulchcrf" Hud they been 
consciously sent of God on tlii-, errand they 
might have had the comfort of Dcut. xxxl, 
8; John x, 4, but He had not sent them 
forth this time It was in Itself a good 
work they had in * Low, and great lovo was 
in It, nnd they were true disciples, but this 
errand was not of God. It was a labor of 
love, but not n work of faith (I Thess. I, 3). 
If we walk In tho good works Ho has pre- 
pared for us (Kph. 11, 10), wo shall do w ell, 
but all others, howovcr seemingly good, 
may turn out to bo Tain works and just 
nothing, for He said, "Without Mo ye can 
do nothing" (John xv, 6), w hich I tuko to 
tench thut not only will our work be 
nothing without His blessing, but it will 
bo as nothing unless Ho has done It all 
from tho first. 

4. "And when they looked they saw 
that tho stono was rolled away, for It was 
very great. " It had not been rolled away 
that Ho might como forth, for a resurrec- 
tion body regards no obstacle.. Neither 
had it been rolled away that they might 
accomplish what they had In view, tho 
anointing of His body, but nn angel had 
como from heaven nnd rolled bock tho 
Etono (Math, xxvlli, 2) thnt they might 
sco and believe that Ho meant just what 
Ho said when Ho told them that Ho would 
rlso again tho third day. 1>! - . .1 are they 
thut havo not seen nnd yet havo believed 
(John xx, 8, 29). 

6. "And entering Into tho scpulchcr 
they saw a young man silting on the right 
side, clothed In a long white garment, and 
they were affrighted." Hy comparing tho 
accounts It Isclcnrthat there were two an- 
gels — somo saw ono insido and ono out- 
side, and, again, both were Inside There 
Is no discitjianey or contradiction. To 
send two is jrenerally His way. Two went 
with Him to visit Abraham and to regcuo 
Lot. Two were sent to tho heavenward 
gazing disciples The twelve and tho sev- 
enty were sent by twe.s Sometimes Ho 
sends but one, as when Ho sent Gabriel, 
or when Ho sent Philip from Samaria to 
tho Ethiopian. 

0. "And ho snith unto them, Ho not 
affrighted Yo seek Jesus of Nazareth, 
which was crucified. He is risen. Ho is 
not hero. Heboid tho placo where they 
laid Him." They sought Ignorantly, but 
sincerely, nnd thoso who seek find. The 
word even to such Is, "Fear not." There 
is no ground of fear to thoso who are in 
Him, and from Gen. xv, 1, to the end of 
tho story It Is one of t repeated "Fcarnot;" 
"Bo not afraid, only lielicve;" "Have faith 
In God." Tho ground of all peace, how- 
ever, Is Jesus crucified nnd risen. 

7. "But go your way, tell His disciples 
and Peter thut Ho goel It before you unto 
Galileo. There shull yo sco Him as He 
said unto yon." In Math, xxvlli, 7, It Is, 
"Go quickly and tell. " Ono has said th..t 
tho wutchwords of Christianity are: "Ho 
is risen. Go tell. " Wo havo not to make 
up a line story and put in perfect form and 
deliver it in eloquent lunguagc, but go 
where nnd when lie sends us and In Ills 
words tell of Him. His own message to 
Mary was, "Go to My brethren nnd st»y 
unto them, I ascend unto My Father und 
your Father, and to My God nnd your 
God" (John xx, 17). Ho told her tho very 
words to say. When in answer to tho cry, 
"Whom shnll I send nnd who will go lor 
us," Isaiah 6aid, "Hero am I; send mo."

The word "hospitality" means lore 
to strangers. The kindness of Christian- 
ity is uot to be limited to tho followers 
of Christ, bot extended to all men with 
whom wo oouie in contact.

Strangers iu traveling 1 
from place to place had to be entertained 
iu the homes of the people, and the cor- 
diality of their reception and the bonn- 
tifuluess of their entertainment fill ns 
with admiration. Tbongh not having to 
entertaiu travelers who aro strangers in 
onr homes today, we do often como iu 
contact with those whom we do uot 
know in thu church, in places of busi- 
ness, in society, and should always ex- 
ercise this graco of hospitality. We 
should treat kindly and considerately 
all men everywhere. 

In the references we see: 

1. Hospitality illustrated (Gen. xviii, { 
1-10). Iu this passage wo see oriental 
hospitality beautifully illustrated. 
Abraham is seated in his tent door at 
noonday and sees, aa he supposes, three ! 
etiauge men approaching. He runs to 
meet them, presses them to accept his 
invitation to sojourn with him, that he 
may givo tbem a morsel of bread to 
comfort their hearts before tbey pass 
on. Then he goes to Sarah, his wife, 
aud between tbem a snmplnons feast is 
spread before tho strangers. What a 
beautiful picture of simple, cordial, 
bounteous hospitality 1 And this ia only 
ono of many similar incidents that 
might bo referred to. The reading of 
such a story should not only fill us with 
admiration, bnt a desire to imitate the 
spirit that was manifested. 

2. Hospitality commanded (Heb. xlli, 
3). "Be uot forgetful to entertain stran- 
gers," says tho apostle, aud adds, refer- 
ring to tho experiences of Abraham and 
Lot, "for thereby some have entertained 
angels unawares." The first verae of 
tho chapter says, "Let brotherly lovo 
continue," but while we love the breth- 
ren we are not to forgot also to love 
strangers and to treat them kindly. The 
stranger as well aa the brother must 
havo a place in our consideration. Even 
the strangers who como to our doors as 
tramps and vagabonds, though in many 
cases unworthy, should not be treated 
unkindly. If we treat them kindly in 
Christ's name, it will be done unto Him 
rather than unto them, and He is 
worthy. 

Hospitality rewarded. Abraham 
was amply rewarded. Though little 
dreaming of such a thing be waa .-tit. 
turning Jehovah and two of His servants 
and received gracious promises from 
them. The two disciples in entertaining 
a stranger entertained their riien Sa- 
viour. It pays to be kind. A cup of cold 
water in Christ's name brings its re- 
ward. "Inasmuch as ye have dono it 
unto ono of tho least of these, My breth- 
ren, ye havo dono it unto Me."

Dingley Law Operating (Jreatly 
to the Interests of Farmers 
and Laborers. 



Increased Earnings of Employes! 
and Advanced Prices for 
Parm Products.

Washington, April 4 1898. — The 
Dingley law in its first half )'«M 
makes a good record as to its ef- 
fect upon importations, as well as 
its earnings in the matter of reve- 
nue. The official figures of the 
Treasury Department covering the 
first six months of the Dingley law 
and comparing its operations with 
the corresponding six months of 
the preceding year under the Wil- 
son law are now for the first time 
accessible. They show, to tit-gin 
with, a falling off in the importa- 
tion of articles produced by the 
farmer. In the classification of 
"articles of food and live animals,'* 
the importations during the first 
six months of the new law amount- 
ed in value to $81,106,723, while 
in the corresponding six months of 
the preceding year undrr the Wil- 
son law the importations of that 
class of articles amounted to $104,- 
623,300, thus showing a reduction 
of more than $23,000,000 in this 
class of articles, most if not all of 
which are produced by the farm 
ers. 

Another class of citizens who 
have been equally benefitted by 
the new law are those employed in 
manufacturing industries depend- 
ent upon manufactures. One evi- 
dence of this is found in the fact 
that the importation of manufac- 
tured articles fell from $90,450,655 
under the Wilson law to $69,540,- 
864 under the Dingley law. These 
figures relate, as do those quoted 
above, to the first half > ear's oper- 
ations of the Dingley law compared 
with the corresponding six months 
of the preceding year under the 
Wilson law. 

Thus it will be seen that while 
the importation of articles of farm 
production fell off $23,000,000, the 
percentage of reduction being in 
each case about the same and the 
two classes of farmers and those 
dependent upon manufactures, be- 
ing thus benefitted in like propor- 
tion. 

Another evidence of the in- 
creased activity which the new law 
has brought to our own manufac- 
turers and their employes is evi- 
dent in the iacrease in importation 
of raw material under the Dingley 
act. In its first six months the 
importations of raw materials fox 
use in manufacturing amounted to 
$96,723,625, while under the 
vaunted Wilson law, whose author 
and supporters were especial ad- 
vocates of the "free raw material" 
idea, the importations of raw ma- 
terial amounted to only $79>5 8 3.- 
617 in the corresponding months 
of the preceding year. 

That the new law is operating 
especially in the interests of the 
farmers and those dependent upon 
the manufacturing industries for 
their employment is thus clearly 
shown; first, in the reduction in 
importation of articles of food and 
live animals, which fell off 20 per 
cent; second, in the reduction in 
the importation of manufactured 
articles which compete with home 
industries, the reduction in this 
case being about the same; third, 



in tfie evident increase in honfe in 
diistries by reason of the increased 
demand for raw material for their 
use in manufacturing; fourth, in 
the greater prosperity among the 
producers resulting from the in- 
creased activity among manufac 
Hirers, and increased earnings 
among their employes, as is shown 
by the general advance in prices 
received by farmers for their 
products. 

The following table shows the 
reduction in importations of lead 
ing articles of farm production, the 
first column being the amounts 
imported under the Dingley law 
from August I, 1897, to February 
1, 1898, and the second column 
the amounts imported under the 
Wilson law from August I, 1896, 
to February 1, 1897, one-half year 
in each case, the corresponding 
months being chosen in order to 
make the comparison an absolute 
fair one:
